In order to be In closer touch with the
work of the exposition Superintendent
Simpson of the Départmont of Kxhibits will
transfer his oMce 1o the grounds today,
where he will remaln untll the close of the
phow, Monday motrtilng he will commenco
marking off the space for the Instalintion
of the exhibits which have commenced Lo
arrive,

Up to this time 110,000 foet of spice has
been contracted for, with w bumber of Lig
deals stlll under comsideration, and which,
it approved, will ba closed durlng the coms
Ing weol, The exhibits now In sight com-
pletely fill the maln buildings, and whal-
ever odmen later will have to go Into the
kalleries, whioh have been renovated and
put In shape.

Of the spaoe taken fully 25,000 feet will
be oocupled by live exhiblts, one af which
will attract conslderable attention It In
that of & milling company from Chambers-
burg, Pa.

Exhibit

Speclal Commissionsr Umsted, who went
to the Hawallan 1slands for the purpose
of Interesting the prople there and working
up an exhibit, has reached San Franeisco
on his return, and has wired President
Miller that he s well satisfied with the
results of his trip, Mr, Umsted says in his
telogram that he has secured one of the
most complete exhibita ever seen 8t any
cxposition in the history of the country.

The sugar exhibit from the Hawallan
Islunds will be one of the striking features,
1t wlill include materlal for manufacturing
the produet, the machinery used in the
process, and a complete exempllificatlon of
the great Indusiry of the lslands, The sugar
exhibit will be brought over on the first
steamer and will be here and installed not
much later than the middle of the present
monih. With this exhibit will come a
number of natives, who will Illustrate the
method of sugar manufacture prior to the
diate of the modern machinery. These na-
tives will live In a colony by themselves
and will represent the happy life of the
resldents of one of the latest acquired pos-
sesslona of Uncle Sam.

Commissioner Umsted wires that he has
secured the Roynl Band of Honolulu, the
members of which are nearly all natives.
These people will be hers during the early
days of the exposition and will probably re-
main from six weeks to two months, The
band 18 composed of some fifty muslclans,
nearly all of whom were in the organlzation
during the relgn of Queen Lil

While It I8 not certaln how many natives
will be secured from the Hawallan 1slands,
mall advices from Commissioner Umsted
geom to indleate that not less than 100,
nnd possibly more, will be here. They wiil
zive thelr dances and conduct religious and
other services slmilar to those 1n vogue when
Captaln Cook visited the lslands and was
ot potted and eaten.

Some Spectacninr Fenturens,

Out on the exposition grounds nearly 100
men have been put to work excavating for
the lake where the spectacular features of
the ahow will be exhibited. This lake will
be just east of the Transportation bullding
and north of the Midwny on the north tract.
1t will bo 800 feet long and 100 feet wide
and deep enough to Noiat a small steamer.

Last year the gpectacular features at the
exposition were in the nature of a conces-
sion, but this year they will be more on the
ordor of an exhibit, controlled to a large
oxtent by the exposition management, Al-
ready contracts have been made wilh the
Pain company for the exhibition of Cuban
and Mantla features, and it Is lkely that the
opening will ba a representation of the
harbor of Havann, with the bay, filled with
vesaels, the Malne occupying a prominent
position In the foreground. Back of this
will be a painting of the elty of Havana,
showing gloomy old Morro castle. The plan
{s to have this pleture show the night pre-
ceding the destruction of the Malne, and
the events that followed Immediately there-
after.

i. e, one fare plus 6 per cent, where the
regular one-way fare is $7.60 or less,

FUSIONISTS AT OLD TRICKS

Attempt to Kick Dr. Welsse Out Inlo

The resolution establishing an auditing
department under the exclusive control of
the hoard camoe back from the commities on
court house and Julls with a malority
and  minority report, Hofeldt  and
Connolly recommended the adoption of the
resolution, Harte recommended oontrary
action on the ground that It would involve
additionnl expense without facllitating the
conduct of county business, and alan hécnuse
It contemplated an Indirect violation of the
injunction recently lesued hy the dietrict
anyrt. The majority report was adopted
without debate. Ayes, Hoctor, Hofeldt, Con-
nolly, 81 noes-—~Ostrom, Harte, 2. The resolu-
tion by which the county clerk was notlfied to
discharge the present auditing force was
adopted by a similar vote.

The republican majority of the committes
on charity reported adversely on Connolly's
resolution to appoint Dir. Saville,. and, with
Hoclor's vate, thelr position was sustalned.
